_possible,_I¢_swas. past-ono.o'clocl whan the, sun 
mit was. reached, and the, sentry vhmilengod. 
Receiving no answer he fired his rile to wake- 
his comrades, who in tira fired uo. velley-at our 
mon.’ Tho bullets passed harmlessly overhend. 
Bayonsta ware quickly fixed, and. our raon char- 
ged, only to tind that the Boers had fled, loavinge 
their blankets ant provisions. One was bayon-- 
eted and threo horses were eaptared. Our pen 
quickly outrenched’ thomsolves in view of an 
anticipated attack, This cnme at daylight, when 
tha enemy oponed-fire from a kopjo on the left 
and also divested a Crousot gun and two Marim- 
Nordenfeldts on our force, ‘The rifle fire was 
returned whenover opportunity offered, but as 
usual, the Boers were difficult to find, 
HOW GENERAL WOODGATE GOT .HI5 WOUND. 

For a long time ‘the Boer gunners worked 
yory erratidally, .but.at ‘length they found 
the range. Ganoral Woodgate, while trying 
to ascertain’ the source of the ynemy's fire, 
roceived a stray bullet iv the bead, Cnptain 
‘Birch, of the South Lancashira, was struck by 
ascrap of shell, and died while being carried 
down the hill. Majér Walter, who is generally 
in charge of the Volunteer ambulance, assisted 
his old regiment, the Lancashire Fusiliers, for 
the day, and received no fewer than three 
wounds, two from bullets and ono from 
ns fragment of shell, Innwmerable other 
officers were wounded. Owe gnmers’ tried’ 
hard to locate the guus.jrhich wore ‘dong 
the damage, “but were. unsuccessful, and 
there was oo help for it but to lie quistly 
on the hill and trust to luck, ‘Luck, however, 
did not favour us,as: the Boer gunners landed 
shells with marvellous accuimey, oml—w- large 
foroo.of their. riflemen, who had all the while 
beon sending ina heavy fre on out recnmbent 
mon from the northern ond of the kapje, noticed 
tho effect, of the shells, and, becoming embol- 
dened, advanced. ‘Chey werg but slightly obéck- 
ad by our rifle. fire, as the perpetual exploding 
of shells in close proximity was sufficient to 
upset the aim of tha coolest on our sida. - 

& MIGUTY STRUGGLE, 

The Boers came on slowly -uatil they wore 
within LOO yards, when they redonbled their 
efforts. By degreos, they advanced to aboat 
soventy. yards, ard thon rashed our foremost 
trenches, und occupied them. ‘hey even came 
further forward, bat retired before a bayonet 
charge, Nothing diiuted,-the enemy tried 
again aud again to get so close that they could 
minimise the coyar whied most of our men had,’ 
and it was oniy by Herculyau alforts that their 
desire was thwarted. They slso attempted to 
draw our men an by protending to. retreat, but 
the officers, observed the palpablo’ trap. They 
had apparently sot their hearts.on obtaining our 
whole force a3-prisonora, and as tho showers of 
slirapnel aud bullets foil on the kopju it ap- 
peared as if huian eadurance conld not with- 


first. neve in w 


oops hnd, davoted 


stand the-strain, ‘A’Boor leader raised a white 
flug, ‘and calléd on us to surrender. Colonel 
‘Thoeneycroft, who ussamed tom parary” coms 
mand ot the accident to General Wondgate, 
ansivered promptly und forcibly that they would 
seo the Boors further first, aud the tightiug 
was reamed, Reinforcoménts had been sent 
for, and the. Imperinl Light Infantry and 
the Middlesex svon afterwards -scalad the hill. 
The former regiment wus recently: formed, and: 
raceivod a chor as they scaled the hill to receive 
their baptism of ‘tiro,. Aud what a baptism it 
proved! The hill was a perfvot inferno, and 
many of the men who. were unwounded had'to 
lie still ond chafe at their usclossness. The 
firing line was only on ono ‘sido, and the mon 
stationed oa the other hud nothing to do bat 
wondor where the next sholl woul burst. Even 
the portion set apart for « hospital, over which 
the Rod Cross flag fluttered, was not free from 
the enemy's, fire, and one patient while under 
treatinent for a, minor wound received another 
which killed him, Every regimout on the bill 
suffered terribly, and some of the unrouniled I 
‘have spoken to and’ who were eugaged in the 
repulse at Colenso, say the latter was a picnic 
compared to thuir day on Spion Kop. . 
THE POSITION BYACUATED.
